Plea Issued 
By Brezhnev 


MOSCOW 
(AP) 
— Soviet 
Communist party chief Leonid 
I. Brezhnev appealed today for 
international 
cooperation 
for 
peace. He made only a brief 
attack on U. S. action in Viet 
Nam and omitted the usual 
mention of Communist terms 
for ending the war. 
This 
seemed 
significant to 
some observers in Moscow be­ 
cause of 
recent 
unconfirmed 
reports that the Soviet leader 
ship is seeking a way to end the 
Vietnamese war. 
Brezhnev 
spoke 
in Tbilisi, 
capital of Soviet Georgia. His 
speech was televised. 
Brezhnev accused the United 
States of “criminal aggression 
in Viet Nam.” But he did not 
elaborate on this as Major So­ 
viet speakers usually have done 
in past months. Instead the gen­ 
eral secretary of the Soviet 
Communist party criticized Red 
China’s Communist party and 
its government leaders for re­ 
fusing to join with Soviet bloc 
countries in aid to North Viet 
Nam. 
The Soviet Union “will further 
render all-round aid and support 
to struggling Viet Nam,” Bre 
zhnev declared.

The bombardment hit Sal­ 
mon’s Roman Catholic cathe­ 
dral, a Catholic school, the John

built Grail Hospital, the biggest 
in the capital. 
The bombardment, first of its 
kind by the Viet Cong against 
Saigon, failed to interrupt the 
massive parade marking the 
third anniversary of the over­ 
throw of the late President Neo 
Dinh Diem.

Dr. Sheppard Visits Scene 
Of Wife's Murder in 1954

CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP) - 
Samuel H. 
Sheppard 
moved 
back 12 years in time today as 
he visited the lakefront suburb­ 
an home where he and his first 
wife once lived and where she 
was murdered in 1954. He made 
the unhappy journey w i t h a 
criminal court jury. 
Sheppard and his attorneys 
watched from the courthouse 
steps as the bus loaded and left 
on the 16-mile trip to Bay Vil­ 
lage, west of the city along the 
Lake Erie shore. 
The defendant and his coun­ 
sel then drove away in a car 
that was parked cross from 
the courthouse. 
After the jury views the scene, 
it will hear opening arguments 
in Sheppard’s second degree 
murder trial, now in its second 
week. His original jury convic* 
ion 12 years ago was upset by 
the U. S. Supreme Court. 
The Sheppards' home now is 
owned by a lawyer, Johu R. 
Hull, who has agreed to 1 ispec- 
tion of the premises by the 


seven male and five women 
jurors. 
It was in an upstairs bedroom 
that the body of Marilyn Shep­ 
pard, then 31 and four months 
pregnant, was found the morn­ 
ing of July 4, 1954. Sheppard, 
t2, says she was slain by a 
bushy 
haired 
stranger who 
knocked him unconscious. 
The state says Sheppard beat 
his wife to death during a quar­ 
rel over his alleged relations 
with another woman. Sheppard 
served nine years in prison be 
fore last June’s Supreme Court 
decision ordering a retrial. 
A flurry of activity marked 
the close of Monday’s trial ses­ 
sion. 
Common Pleas Judge Francis 
J. Talty ordered the jury locked 
up as of tonight. The Supreme 
>ourt was critical of the failure 
to isolate the original trial jury 
vhen it was not in court. 
Judge Talty told the jurors 
hey would stay in a Cleveland 
hotel. 
In 
another 
decision 
Talty 
ruled that Sheppard’s t r i a l 


would remain in Cleveland. The 
defense sought to have it moved 
elsewhere on grounds that “gen­ 
eral exposure” to publicity had 
made impaneling of an unbi­ 
ased jury impossible. 
The composition of the jury 
underwent a last minute change 
trom eight men and four women 
to seven men and five women 
the same makeup as the jury 
in the original trial. 
Juror No. 9, Thomas Tenero 
vich,

chinist, asked to be excused. Al 
though he had made no men­ 
tion oi it before his seating last 
Thursday, he told the judge in 
a note that he suffers from a 
food allergy. 
Both sides being agreeable 
Judge Talty replaced Tenero- 
vich with an alternate, Mrs 
Norma Koch, a part-time ste 
nographer. In advance of this 
move an extra alternate was 
selected to keep the number of 
alternates at two. Alternates 
stand ready to replace regular 
jurors in case of illness.

They threw paint on 
s i des of buildings, smashed 
store windows and streetlights, 
fired rifles into the air and set 
trash fires in the streets, police 
said. 
Chief Booth was hooted and 
jeered when he stepped out of 
his car In the midst of the riot 
A rock hit him in the stomach 
and two bottles crashed at his 
feet. He was not seriously in 
jured. 
Police first heard of the grow 
Ing disturbance when they re 
ceived a call from a resident in 
the area. 
The sheriff’s helmeted riot 
squad, with fixed bayonets, led 
a wedge ef about 30 men up the 
main street of the area for six

Negroes Riot 
In Florida 


CLEARWATER, Fla. (AP) - 
Halloween vandalism m u s h - 
roomed today into rioting by 
hundreds of Negroes who threw 
bottles and rocks through win­ 
dows and shot out street lights. 
Bonfires blazed in the streets. 
Six hours after the first re­ 
port of brewing trouble reached 
police Monday night, officials 
said order restored. But patrols 
remained in the area until dawn. 
Police Chief Willard Booth 
described the Negroes as “ir­ 
responsible young adults and 
teen-agers.” They threw paint on 
s I des of buildings, smashed 
store windows and streetlights, 
fired rifles into the air and set 
trash fires in the streets, police 
said. 
Chief Booth was hooted and 
jeered when he stepped out of 
bis car in the midst of the riot. 
A rock hit him in the stomach 
and two bottles crashed at his 
feet. He was not seriously in­ 
jured. 
Police first heard of the grow­ 
ing disturbance when they re­ 
ceived a call from a resident in 
the area. 
The sheriff's helmeted riot 
squad, with fixed bayonets, led 
a wedge of about 30 men up the 
main street of the area for six 
blocks 
and then back. 
The 
march took about an hour. Riot­ 
ers melted into side streets. 
The head of the Clearwater 
NAACP, 
Talmadge 
Rutledge, 
made a citizens arrest after a 
youth broke a store window. Po­ 
lice made several arrests, most­

Rutledge told Booth the out­ 
break had been building for 
several weeks.

And the industrial ma­ 
chine, bereft oI tha tools that 
might have been bought with 
that foreign exchange, will con­ 
tinue to age even as Mao him­ 
self is aging.

wan. things have been going 
the other way. The Island is 
prosperous; it has the second 
highest standard of living in the 
Far East, and this despite the 
fact that it has to keep 600,000 
men under arms. An automatic 
civilian succession has been pro­ 
vided for in the person of C. K. 
Yen, the prime minister and 
vice president, who would act 
as chief of state until the parli­ 
ament could elect a successor. 
Mr Yen, an economist, may not 
have the symbolic value of a 
Chiang. but he is a most cap­ 
able man. both as a parliam­ 
entarians and as one of the 
prime architects of an econom­ 
ic prosperity that has been seep 
ing down to all 13 million of 
Taiwan’s inhabitants. 
The nation that Chiang Kai- 
shek has built on Taiwan rests 
on sound and enduring founda­ 
tions: the nation that Mao is at­ 
tempting to hold to his "prin­ 
ciples” on the mailand will in 
all probability depend on the 
bayonets of Lin Piao’s military 
guard. If Chiang outlives Mao, 
some interesting things are apt 
to happen. Don’t be too sure 
that Chiang won’t be able to 
make a deal with new war lords 
who will arise in mainland Chi­ 
na to contest Lin Piao’i con­ 
trol.

Check Hardening 


O f Arteries 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass. (AP) — 
H arvard University researchers 
say a study indicates w ater with 
fluorides m ay help prevent se­ 
vere hardening of the arteries. 
Five doctors from H arvard's 
nutrition departm ent conducted 
the study with two groups 
of 
people in North Dakota. Results 
were published Sunday in the 
Journal of the American Medi­ 
cal Association. 
Severe calcium deposits in the 
aorta 
the m ajor artery carry ­ 
ing blood 
from 
the heart to 
branch arteries in the body — 
were less in high fluoride areas, 
the scientists said. 
In the sam e issue, the AMA 
Journal com m ented editorially 
on the study, saying fluoride 
may help keep calcium deposit­ 
ed in the teeth and bones and 
out of the arteries. 
Fluorides have a proven role 
of cutting tooth decay 60 to 70 
per cent, the editorial said.

WASH NGTON (A P) - Mark 
Painter’s grandparents, fighting 
to hold on to the 8-year-old boy, 
h ive told the Supreme Court the 
rights” 
of

parent» 
should not he allowed to out­ 
weigh a child’s welfare. 
Mark is the central figure In 
an historic child-custody case. 
At the moment under an Iowa 
Supreme Court 
ruling, 
he 
is 
being cared for by his grand­ 
parents, Dwight and M argaret 
Bannister of Ames, Iowa, but 
his father. Harold W. Painter of 
Brookdale, Calif., has asked the 
Supreme Court to clear the way 
for the boy’s return. 
Mark's mother and younger 
sister were killed in an auto 
crash in 1982. Painter left the 
boy with the Bannisters the next 
summer. 
After remarrying in 
November 1964 he began a court 
fight to get Mark back. 
Last February the Iowa Su­ 
preme Court blocked the way 
partly on the ground Painter 
leads 
a 
“ bohemian life” 
and 
that he is “ either an agnostic or 
atheist and has no concern for 
form al relirdous trAining.” 
It is not unusual for an Ameri­ 
can court to rule against par­ 
ents in custody disputes. But in 
such instances the court usually 
has found that the parent is un­ 
fit or has abandoned the child. 
Such is not the ease here. The 


Iowa Supreme Court said in its 
unanimous decision “there is no 
suggestion in the record 
that 
Mr. Painter is morally unfit.” 
Moreover, 
the 
court 
said 
“ there is no merit in the Ban­ 
nister claim that Mr. Painter 
permanently relinquished custo­ 
dy. It was intended to be a tem­ 
porary arrangement.’* 
But it went on to say the home 
he and his new wife would offer 
Mark would be “romantic, im­

The 
grandparents' home, the court 
said, was more desirable be­ 
cause it offered a “ stable, con­ 
ventional, middle-class, Middle 
West background” with a “ se­ 
cure atmosphere.”
